portance of trout fishing along 
the 


Truckee. It is an accepted fact that 
this river is the finest trout stream 
in the world, but the figures that are 
back of that statement have never 
been made public, which Is probably 
due to the fact that no one has these 
statistics at his command. 


It is safe to say, however, that a 


hundred tons of trout are taken an- 
nually from the Truckee. 
Many tons 


alone are shipped out of the state and 
many times that 
amount are con- 


sumed here. 


The splendid fishing attracts tour- 


ists from 
San Francisco and other 


California points adding to the rev- 
enue of the country through which the 
river runs 


The other evening a party of a 


dozen sportsmen gathered at the Mon- 
arch to discuss the question of re- 
stocking the stream. 
The fishermen 


were equally divided between the mer- 
its of natural restocking and 
the 


taking of spawn and returning swim- 
ming fry. 


According to the agreement entered 


Into between the commissioners 
of 


Washoe county and the California flsh 
commission the latter are allowed to 
take parent flsh in traps, milk them 
and retuin them to the river. 
The 


spawn are hatched and fifteen per cent 
of the resultant swimming fry are re- 
turned to the stream and the balance 
are taken over the mountains. 


The matter at issue in the discus- 


sion the other evening was whether 
or not Nevada was benefited by this 
plan. 
It was argued 
that the fiy 


reared in the hatchery are more deli- 
cate than those hatched in the stream 
and that of the fifteen per cent only 
a small number reach maturity. 


On the other side it was advanced 


that of the spawn naturally deposited 
less than the aforementioned percent- 
age became fish of sufficient size to be 
taken by anglers. 


Here is a matter that The Journal 


deems worthy of discussion in 
the 


columns of this paper. 
Expert testi- 


mony as to the better plan of in- 
creasing the fish supply in thfe Truckee 
is desired.

This la a matter that needs serious 


thought and prompt and thorough ac- 
tion. 


The Journal does not desire to Inti- 


mate that the present police force is 
Incapable of coping with the situa- 
tion. 
The fact that arrests follow 


nearly every offense proves that the 
guardians of the peace are watchful 
and active, but this paper Is of the 
opinion that the citizens should be 
more on the alert themselves. 
Every 


man has the right of an officer to make I 
an arrest when a crime is committed 
in his presence and every citizen's 
duty is also to communicate with the 
authorities aiiy evidence "he may have 
that will lead to tHe detection of a 
crime and the conviction of a crim- 
inal. If the people were more atten- 
tive to this public duty the officers 
would have less difficulty handling the 
vicious element now in this city. 


Justice should b*e meted out 
with 


small regard for mercy when the con- 
victed prisoner is guilty of a bftld 
and vicious offense. 
The limit of 


the law Is none too extreme for thugs 
and highwaymen. In San Francisco 
a year or more ago, when holdups and 
such were prevalent there, a certain 
judge sentenced several highwaymen 
to life imprisonment, when the crimes 
were no more aggravated than several 
that have occurred in Reno in 
the 


past week. 


This is a time for decisive action 


and all citizens should co-operate to 
make human life and property safe 
In this city.

Dr. Church Answers a 


Quer> Regarding 


the Same, 


The Journal, several days ajfo re- 


ceived a query from a subscriber ask- 
ing concerning the beat route to the 
summit of Mt. Rose. Dr. Church, who 
has made the ascent several times, 
was requested to furnish the desired 
Information. 
It is given in the fol- 


lowing account of a trip to the sum- 
mit of the mountain made a year ago 
by the doctor: 


Professor and Mrs. Church have 


been spending the past week and a 
portion of the present camping in the 
Big Meadows at the summit of the 
mountain range southwest of Reno for 
the purpose of snowshoelng and en- 
joying the winter scenery of the Si- 
erra. They returned by way of Flor- 
iston and report the snow very scarce 
except at the summit of the range 
and high up among the peaks of the 
main chain of thVe Sierra. In the Big 
Meadows, themselves, the snow was 
not more than eighteen inches deep, 
on the level, while the thermometer 
Itself was high, the temperature rare- 
ly falling more than three or four de- 
grees below the freezing pdlnt. 


A special trip, also, was made to 


Mt. Rose to deposit a new Sierra Club 
record sheet in place of the old one 
now filled. The experience of' the 
various parties that have made the 
ascent are Interesting. A few of the 
facts gleaned from the record are the 
following: 


Since September, 1893. 69 persons 


are recorded as having made the as-

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THE SHEEP 


ARE DYIN6 


Many Succumb to a Dis- 


ease Known as the 


"Big Head." 


The condition of the sheep industry 


in some parts of Utah, Idaho and 
eastern Nevada may well cause alarm 
among yiockmasters, says the Salt 
Lake 
Herald. 
The 
deadly disease 


known as osteosarcoma or "big head," 
has made its appearance among the 
animals, and the result 1* that they 
are dying by hundreds, In some cases 
by the thousand 
Coming, as It does, 


on the heels of a particularly hard, 
cold winter, the outlook for the sheep- 
men is decidedly discouraging 


' Hig head" is a malady that, fortu- 


nately, does not make its appearance 
very often. As its sdentlftc name in- 
dkates, 
it 
is a 
lumpy, tumorous 


growth which appears about the head 
and 
neck of the 
afflicted 
animal, 


spreading down Into the legs and even- 
tually running into necrosis, with re- 
sults that are invariably fatal 
By 


some authorities the disease is said to 
be highly contagious, while others con- 
tend that it cannot be communicated 
from one sheep to another. 


The safest plan, when the men who 


are supposed to know differ, is 
to 


•juarantine the infected bands. 
The 


moment a sheep shows signs of ost- 
osarcoma it should be segregated from 
the rest and kept segregated until 
death ends its sufferings. 
We arcl 


told that healthy sheep are not so 
likely to be attacked as those that are 
not healthy 
This is accounted for 


by the fact that the disease is an 
outgrowth of impovished blood. 


That accounts for Its appearance nt 


this time. 
The sheep, except those 


that have had specially favored ranges, 
have been subjected to many unusual 
hardships during the winter Just end- 
ed. 
The weather has been cold, the 


snow has been deep and the ranges 
poor. 
Anltnals flat 
survived the 


snow and the storms, the cold and the 
lack of sustenance are in no condi- 
tion to withstand the ravages of "big 
head." 


Those attacked by It succumb with- 


in a few hours. 
The veterinarians 


who consider it contagious would seem 
to have the better of the argument, 
for the reason that there are few In- 
stances where, unless diligent precau- 
tionary measures were taken, only a 
small percentage of the flocks in which 
the disease gets a foothold die 


By diligence now sheepmen may be

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HIGHER FREIGHTS PROPOSED 


A 


ND now it is leported that a number of the leading 


railroads of the country purpose raising freight 


rates in order to <ovei the increase of wases that has re- 
cently been made by the toads. 
As to the truth of this 


we cannot know until some mo\e is made for the consum- 
mation of the scheme, but it si-ems not unlikely that the 
proposition is being consideied. 


It is very seldom that corpoiations raise wages with- 


out seeking to keep evc>n in some way. and that Is always 
at the expense of the general public. 
In this case the 


Idea seems to be that freight rates must advance equally 
with wages, regardless of the quantity of freight carried. 
The demand for higher wages was based upon the fact 
that the roads were doing more business—handling more 
freight and carrying more passengers, \\hlch, of course, 
meant more work for the men and larger returns for the 
loads. Obviously, the larger the volume of business done, 
the more cheaply freight and passengers may be carried. 


With freight and passenger charges remaining the same 


if the business of a road is doubled the profits will be 
enormously increased. The advance of wages was asked 
for and ghen upon the ground that the roads were doing a 
good business and could afford to make the concession. If 
freight charges are now advanced it will not be because the 
roads ai e not doing well, but simply because they are de- 
termined to moke the public pay the increase of wages.

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WHY SHOULD THEY WORRY? 


S 


OME of our Republican contemporaries are worried 


at the thought of reciprocity with Cuba leading to 


the adomion of retaliatory tariffs by other countries—no- 
tably Germany. It is entirely within the possibilities that 


• reciprocity giving special favors to certain countries may 


engender bitter feelings in others and lead up to acts of 
commercial retaliation; but it is hard to see why any 
high protection journal In the United States should ob- 
ject. 


Leaving the matter of reciprocity with particular coun- 


tries altogether out of consideration. It is well known that 
on many Imes our tariff rates are almost prohibitory. For 
years, and especially s^nce the remarkable growth of the 
trust system in the United States, these tariff schedules 
have been In the highest degree irritating to the great 
commercial nations of Europe, and in Germany and Aus- 
tria there has been no end of retaliatory talk. Indeed, 
step" looking to commercial retaliation have already been 
taken, not because of reciprocity with Cuba, but because 


of ill-feeling engendered by our tariff schedules generally. 


' All of this, however, has given the extreme protection 


organs in this country not the smallest concern. The talk 
in Europe of a commercial combination against the United 
States has been received by these organs In a spirit of 
supreme indifference. They have assumed that In any such 
conflict the t'nited States was more than able to take core 
of itself,, and they have rather counted the issue than 
otherwise. But when retaliation is talked as a result of 
Cuban reciprocity, that is quite another thing with them, 
although the effect must be precisely the same in a com-* 
mercial way. The most or tne worst that is proposed by 
those countries is an advance of the duties, and to us it 
can make no possible difference whether the alleged reason 
for such advance 
is our reciprocity arrangement with 


Cuba, or our own rigorous tariff laws.

SOME CHINESE PARADOXES

HINESE advices published In yesterday's papers an- 


nounced the execution of a Celestial murdered by 


the L-nicifixipn method. 
Nailed to a cross, he suffered 


frightful torture for three days before death came to his 
lelief. Yet by comparison with other Chinese methods of 
punisnment and torture, this murderer escaped lightly. 
In no other land would such inhumanities be possible. In 
China they are a matter of course. 


And China's civilization is the oldest in the world. The 


Chinese, we are told in an article written for Christen- 
dom by Charles Denby, former United States minister to 
China, Invente . gunpowder and discovered the compass. 
Suspension bridges have existed there for centuries. 
In 


the thirteenth century Marco Polo wrote of Chinese four- 
masted ships with water-tight compartments. A thousand 
years ago the Chinese were irrigating their farms and were 
using natural gas in evaporating brine for salt. 


A former manager of the Hongkong & Shanghai Bank- 


ing association, an English institution managed by Eng- 
lishmen, is authority for the statement that the Chinese 
merchant lar.ks among the most honest traders in 
the 


win Id. This man had had dealings aggregating hundreds 
of millions of pounds with Chinese and ne^er lost a penny. 
Higher praise could hardly be accorder by a business man 
to other business men.

< ule was so common that it excited no rem.uk.

morning a wagon was sent aiound to collect the bodies of 
female infants killed during the night, their bodies being 
thrtown without ceremony, intoa ditch outside the city. All 
sorts of absuiil supeistitions are believed in, women are 
meje ch.ittels. anil idols are believed to possess super- , 
natuial powers. 


"As we understand conuption," says Mr. Denby, "the 


corruption of the government of China is widespread—in 
fact, universal. 
Li Hung Chang always had a man em- 


ployed at I'eking whose soli' business it was to give money 
tn thiity officials three times a year. The members of the 
tsung li >.mien—foreign office—received for their services 
laels 1000 per annum—in our money now about $520. 
It 


was well known, however, that these distinguished gen- 
tlemen recei\ed large sums of money from the appointees 
to office. 
The lowest amount received was tnels 30,000, 


while the president enjoyed an income of taels 250,000. 


Evidently, in spite of her old civilization, some earnest 


missionary work is needed in China.
